M. W. Sharpe, head of the Port 
of Palm Beach industrial develop- 
ment group, told the commission 
that many Northern ‘industries are 
interested in jet airport plans and 
are seeking more information be- 
fore making decisions to locate 
here. 

Sharpe reported to the commis- 
sion on a recent visit to New York 
City where he and David Brady, 
port engineer, conferred with 14 
industrialists interested in locating 
in Palm Beach County. 

Declining to identify any of the 
companies, Sharpe said most of 
them are manufacturers of elec- 
tronic equipment or precision tools 
connected with the aviation field. 

“There were no obnoxious in- 
dustries,” Sharpe said. š 

Of the 14 firms contacted, 
Sharpe said six of them are nearly 
“surefire” contacts and of the six, 
two firms are definately interested 
in locating at the Port of Palm 
Beach. 

Brady added that most firms are 
interested in the new jet airport 
and adjacent plant sites since most 
of the products and materials in- 
volved are shipped by air freight. 

Commission Chairman Kenneth 
Foster suggested that a public 
meeting be held for various repre- 
sentatives seeking industry, to 
hear a review of airport plans. A 
time for the meeting was not set.

LAKELAND—Mother Nature is 
on a re-greening rampage, causing 
many sleepless nights for Florida 
citrus growers, packers, shippers 
and the nation’s retailers. 

“Every once in awhile, Nature 
creates weather. conditions which 
cause’ green color: to „re-appear in 
the skin of Florida ‘oranges and 
grapefruit before they can . be 
marketed,” says Dr. L. G. Mac- 
Dowell, Director of Research for 
the Florida Citrus Commission. 
“This is one of those seasons in 
Florida when Mother Nature is 
really running wild.” 

Dr. MacDowell explains that the 
combination of hot weather and 
heavy .rainfall accelerates the 
trees’ production ‘of /chlorophyll 
necesary to the development of 
next season’s crop. During this 
rush of growth, excess chlorophyll
